No. 51. Notes on the Rainfall and general Weather Conditions in Western Australia 
during the Year 1951. 


\ 


The year’s rainfall was a little above normal in the East and West Gascoyne, the North 
Kimberley, the South-East and most of the South-West Divisions. In the rest of the State it 
was slightly below, the biggest deficiency being in the West Kimberley which was 34 per cent. 
below normal. 


There were good rains in the Kimberleys early in the year at the end of the last wet season, 
but the present “‘ Wet ” has been disappointing so far. In the East Gascoyne drought conditions 
were relieved in June by widespread rains extending as far as the Kimberleys. At this time 


there were floods and washaways in many parts of the State. - 


A feature of the year’s weather was the unusually heavy damage done by thunderstorms 
and hail during the summer months. Early in the year the southern fruit-growing districts were 
the worst hit, but towards the end of the year the heaviest damage occurred in the wheatbelt. 


In Perth several months were much cooler than usual. Mean temperature for the period 
December, 1950, to February, 1951, was the lowest since 1901-02 and the second lowest on record. 
August mean temperature, 53-8 degrees, was the lowest on record, as was the mean minimum 
44-7 degrees. Most of December was unusually cool and wet. A fall of 184 points on the 3rd 
was the record daily total for December and the month’s total of 317 points was also a record. 


The highest temperature recorded during the year was 116 degrees at Anna Plains on the 
19th February, and the lowest 24 degrees at Wandering on the 20th and 2Ist July. At the end 
of the year Marble Bar had recorded 100 degrees or above on 72 consecutive days, the’ first day 
of the series being 22nd October. As the record run of 160 consecutive days of centuries com- 
menced on 31st October, it is possible that the record may be broken this year. Further details 
of the year’s weather are given below :— 


January.—The monsoonal low pressure area over the tropics became well established during 
this month, and on most charts a low pressure trough extended from the tropics to the southern 
parts of the State. This caused a flow of moist air from the tropics over most of Western Australia 
and resulted in widespread thunderstorms of varying intensity. Heavy falls of rain occurred 
in places and high winds accompanying the storms damaged and, in some cases, completely 
destroyed buildings, while in neighbouring districts little or no rain was received. In the Mt. 
Barker district some orchardists lost 90 per cent. of their crop ; pieces of hail up to 9 inches long 
pierced a galvanised iron roof and tank, and others injured the driver of a tourer after tearing 
through the roof of the car. 


Rainfall for the month was above normal in most of the South-East and South-West Divisions, 
the southern part of the Gascoynes and the eastern part of the Kimberleys ; elsewhere it was 
below normal. 


February.—During this month a succession of anti-cyclones and low pressure troughs moving 
south-eastward caused alternative spells of cool and hot weather in the southern half of the State. 
In one trough a depression developed north-west from Perth resulting in light to moderate rain 
with some heavy falls in the South-West, South-East and most of the Gascoyne Division. 


The monsoonal low pressure area over the tropics showed considerable rainfall activity through- 
out the month and rainfall was well above average in the Kimberleys where several places reported 
totals of over ten inches, the highest being 1,166 points at Wyndham. In the rest of the tropics 
rainfall was variable, some places recording good falls but others little or none. The average over 
most of the tropical divisions was about normal. 


A tropical depression which developed north-east of Broome about the middle of the month 
moved out to sea and along the north-west coast, giving every indication of developing into a 
tropical cyclone. After passing Onslow on the 18th it moved southward but commenced to 
weaken, eventually passing inland over the west coast as a weak trough and producing rains 
ranging from a few points to nearly two inches in most of the South-West Division. 


A similar storm developed north-west of Broome on the 16th and moved slowly south-westward 


parallel with the north-west coast. At the end of the month it was centred about 100 miles north- 
west of Roebourne. 


Totals for the month were above normal almost throughout the State. 


March.—The cyclone, which was centred north of Roebourne at the beginning of the month 
did not follow the normal track and moved off westward into the Indian Ocean. Light to moderate 
rains with a few heavier falls were recorded in the Kimberleys, De Grey and Fortescue, but the 


total rainfall produced by the storm was disappointing. In the second half of the month rainfall 
in the tropics was negligible. 
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South from the tropics the main influence on the weather was the southern anti-cyelonic 
system, which caused dry easterly winds and clear skies for most of the month. Low pressure 
troughs extending southwards from the tropics caused scattered light to moderate falls in the 
South-East, South-West and Eucla Divisions on a couple of occasions, and two stations, Rawlinna 
and Southern Cross, exceeded their normal total for the month. Everywhere else rainfall was 
well below normal. 


April.—Early in April the anti-cyclonic system over the southern part of the State weakened 
and, on the 4th, a depression developed in a low pressure trough extending from the tropics south- 
wards along the West coast. This caused a flow of moist north-westerly air over the agricultural 
areas and on the 5th and 6th moderate to heavy rains were recorded in the South-West Division, 
and light to moderate falls in most other places south of the tropics. This proved to be the beginning 
of the winter rains and by the 19th some places in the south had registered rain on sixteen con- 
secutive days. During the early part of the month there were numerous thunderstorms in the 
southern half of the State, including a few severe ones. Buildings were unroofed in the Moora 
and Tammin districts. 


After the 24th anti-cyclonic conditions again became established over the State, and the 
only rain recorded was near the south coast where there were a few scattered light falls. Monthly 
totals were above normal at most places south of the tropics and in the East Kimberley Division. 
Temperatures were a little above normal in the first half of the month and below in the second. 
On the 24th the minimum at Collie was 32 degrees, and was the first occasion for the year on which 
a temperature of freezing point was recorded anywhere in the State. 


In Perth rain was registered on fifteen days and totalled 475 points, the highest April total 
for 25 years. About 80 points fell in half an hour on the morning of the 6th, causing minor damage 
by flooding in parts of the metropolitan area, 


May.—Early in May a depression formed south-west of Cape Leeuwin bringing light to moderate 
rains to the agricultural areas and prospects looked bright for a continuance of the showers of the 
previous month. However, on the 4th a large anti-cyclone extended across the State from the West, 
and for the next fortnight there was little change in the weather chart, clear skies and easterly 
winds persisting over most of Western Australia. During this period there were showers in the 
southern coastal districts but nothing in most of the wheatbelt. 


After the 17th the anti-cyclonic system weakened and there was a renewal of showers in the 
South-West Divisions, but there were no really good general rains. 


In the tropics clear skies and easterly winds prevailed almost throughout the month and 
rainfall was negligible. There were slight surpluses in the Ravensthorpe-Esperance district and 
at a few places in the South-East Division, but in the rest of the State totals were below normal. 


There were some thick fogs during the month, both in Perth and in country districts. Air- 
craft were delayed at Guildford and un-scheduled stops were made at country towns when it 
was not possible to land at the normal stop. 


June.—On the first day of June a depression near Cape Leeuwin intensified’ rapidly, causing a. 
north-westerly airflow over the western half of the State, and resulting in light to moderate rain 
almost thoughout the South-West Division and in a few places in the South-East and Gascoynes. 
Similar conditions continued during the next three weeks, and by the 23rd many places in the 
South-West Division had recorded rain on 19 or 20 days. At times the rain extended almost 
throughout the State, and falls of over four inches were reported from the West Kimberley, though 
not much rain extended as far as the North and East Kimberley Divisions. The last week of the 
month was mainly fine, but rain commenced again along the west coast on the last day. 


Totals for the month were well above normal in all divisions except the East Kimberley. 
The Gascoyne River reached the séa at Carnarvon on the 8th for the first time in over two years. 
and widespread floods occurred in the town and for hundreds of miles back along the river and its 
tributaries: There was about three feet of water in some of the shops in Carnarvon, and about 
two feet over the aerodrome where severe water erosion occurred. Further south all rivers were 
flowing, and the Murchison, Greenough and Irwin all reached the sea, breaking through the bar 
normally closing them at the mouth. : 


During the fine spell towards the end of the month there were widespread frosts and fogs 
in the southern divisions, and in Perth a very heavy fog reduced traffic to a standstill on the night 
of the 22nd. On the same day a waterspout moved from the vicinity of Carnac Island towards 
Leighton but vanished in a rain squall before reaching the shore. 


July.—In July there were three main rain periods, one at the beginning, another about~the 
middle and'the third towards the end of the month. The rain extended as far north as the Gas- 
coynes at times, and early in the month brought road traffic to a standstill in the Carnarvon dis- 
trict, and caused aerodromes to be closed again. Totals for the month were above normal near 
the west coast. from Dongara to Onslow, and in a belt two to three hundred miles wide from 
Shark Bay to Eucla. In the rest of the State they weré below normal.“ 


Between the wet periods much of the State was covered by an anti-cyclonic system and there 
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were widespread frosts, screen temperatures of freezing point or below being recorded from Nulla- 
gine, well inside the tropics, on the 23rd and 24th. Severe frosts occurred in the suburbs of Perth 


on the 20th, 21st and 22nd, and many thousands of young plants were lost in the market garden 
areas, 


About the middle of the month there were gales over the southern half of the State and in 
the Bight where extremely rough weather was experienced by interstate shipping. 


August.—Karly in the month a depression which intensified rapidly south of Albany caused 
a strong flow of cold southerly air over the south-west half of the State and some very low tempera- 
tures were recorded. On the 5th the maximum at Mt. Barker was only 42 degrees ; heavy snow 
fell on the Stirling Range and a light fall was reported ten miles from the mountain. On the 
peaks and in the higher gulleys traces of it were still visible on the 7th. 


During the rest of the month the anticyclonic systems moved along a more southerly track, 
with a consequent change from mid-winter towards summer conditions. The depressions which 
passed Cape Leeuwin were not as intense as during the previous month and although there were 
frequent showers in the South-West, they were not heavy. There was very little rain in the northern 
sub-tropies, and none in the tropics. In the remainder of the State totals were below normal except 
near the south coast where there was a slight surplus. 


As the anticyclonic systems became established inland the dry air and cloudless skies favoured 
low night temperatures, and widespread frosts occurred again in the southern half of the State, 
extending at times well into the tropics. Temperatures of freezing point or below were recorded 
on 23 days, i.e., on an average of three days in four. Towards the end of the month when the 
axes of the anticyclones were south of the coast, there were easterly winds throughout the State. 
Warm sunny weather prevailed for the last five days and temperatures of about 70 degrees were 
recorded even in the southern districts. 


In Perth the weather was cold and showery. Heavy damage to young plants occurred in 
market garden areas due to wind, rain and hail and the storm of the 5th. The mean temperature 
for the month, 53-8 degrees, was the lowest on record as was the mean minimum of 44:7. The 
mean maximum 62-9 was the lowest since 1932. 


September.—The change towards summer conditions which became evident in August con- 
tinued throughout most of September, and there were only two rains which extended through 
the agricultural areas. These were sufficient to revive crops which were beginning to flag, but 
not sufficient to carry them on for very long. 


_In most of the tropics there was no rain, and there was little in the northern sub-tropics, 
though the normal for the month was exceeded in the West Gascoyne. There were some heavy falls 
in the southern parts of the South-West and South-East Divisions, but at most places in the division 
totals were below normal. 


In Perth it was the driest September on record until the 25th, but after this there were four 
wet days bringing the monthly total to 142 points, which was below normal but not outstandingly 
‘so, There were no very strong winds at Perth, but at Fremantle in the early hours of the morning 
of the 18th several houses in a small area were damaged by a violent storm, probably a tornado, 
which accompanied the passage of a cold front. At the Weather Bureau the wind at the same 
time was less than 10 m.p.h. 


October.—The summer type pressure systems which prevailed in September continued until 
the 8th of this month, but after this there was a return to typical winter situations, and for about 
fourteen days the airstream over the State south from Carnarvon was westerly, rather than 
easterly. 


Showers were unusually frequent during the month, and at some places in the South-West 
Division there were twenty wet days. However, they were in general only light, and although 
there were considerably more wet days than normal, the mean rainfall was below average in all 
‘districts but the South Coastal, where there was a slight excess. 


November.—During this month most charts showed the southern low pressure system just 
south of the State, and the airflow south of the tropics was in general from the west rather than the 
east. This resulted in much wilder weather than normal with more cloud and showers than 
usual at this time of the year, 


Towards the middle of the month a low pressure trough extending south from the tropics 
caused a flow of moist tropical air to the southern parts of the State and resulted in severe thunder- 
‘storms along a line Moora to Merredin. Crops were flattened, buildings destroyed and stock 
killed by hail, wind and rain. On one property a wheat crop almost ready to harvest was so 
severely hit by hail that the straw was chopped up and wheat knocked out of heads lying on the 
ground. A similar storm at the end of the month caused widespread damage in the Great Southern 
District, but in this instance most of the damage was caused by rain rather than hail. It was 
-estimated that the losses caused by these two storms totalled approximately £750,000. 


Rainfall for the month was above normal in most of the agricultural districts and in parts 
-of the East Kimberley Division. Elsewhere it was below normal, and none at all was recorded 
in the greater part of the State. 
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December.—Westerly winds again continued over the southern half of the State during the 
first half of this month. For the first week or so there was more or less continuous showery weather 
in the South-West Division, and in the south coastal districts this type of weather lasted for 
another fortnight. By the 21st some places had experienced 14 wet days, which is most 
unusual in December. Further scattered thunderstorms occurred in the agricultural areas, 
resulting in some damage, but they were not nearly as devastating as the November storms. 


In the tropics there was no sign of cyclonic development, and although there were a few 
scattered thunderstorms, most places received well below their normal rainfall. The average fall 
in all districts but the South-West and part of the South-East was below normal. In the South- 
West it was considerably above, and the cool damp weather delayed harvesting of wheat for 


two to three weeks in many places, as well as causing considerable damage to bagged wheat and 
hay still in the paddocks. 


In Perth the weather was showery until the 18th, and on the morning of the 3rd one of the 
severest thunderstorms on record passed over the city. Lightning commenced the previous night 
and was still continuing towards midday on the 3rd. In the early hours of the morning it was 
almost continuous and 184 points of rain fell between 2 a.m. and 9 a.m,
